Colonies,’ Joseph Chamberlain, in his recent

CHINESE ATTACK MISSIONARIES | 


Catholics Suffer During a Riot in 
Kwie-Fu and Methodists Are Rough- 
ly Handled led in Peking. 


Shanghai, Nov. 11. rebels have at- 
tacked and looted the Town of Kwie-Fu, in 
the upper Yang-Tse-Kiang Valley, and have 
burned the Catholic mission there. No fur- 
ther details are obtainable at present. 

Cincinnati, O., Nov. 17.—Private letters 
from Bishop Earl Cranston of the Methodist 
Episcopal Church, to the Rev. D. H. Moore 
of the Western Christian Advocate of this 
city tell of the mobbing of the family of the 
Bishop and of the Rey, Dr. Lowery, mission- 
ary, in the streets of Peking, China, Sept. 80. 

The attack was made with mud. sticks, 
and stones by a mob gathered to celebrate 
the first feast day since the Empress had 
taken the power from the Emperor. The 
families were going to and from the rallway 
station in chairs and carts and were at- 
tacked by the half-frenzied Chinamen. Dr. 
Lowery made a brave resistance and suc- 
ceeded in getting two men and children to a 
place of safety, though he suffered a broken 
rib. The same indignities were offered to 
all other foreigners. 

Representations have been made to the 
Chinese government * the American Minis- 
ter at Peking. 


LARGEST WARSHIP EVER BUILT. 


Launching of the Formidable, a Vessel 
of 15,000 Tons, at Portsmouth— 
American Flag Shown. 


Portsmouth, England, Nov. 17. —Thou- 
sands of people today witnessed the launch 
of the ram battleship Formidable, at the 
dock yard here. It is said to be the largest 
warship in the world, being of 15,000 tons 
displacement. It is 400 feet long, has 75 
feet beam, and draws 26 feet 9 inches of 
water. The cost is over £1,000,000, and the 
ship is estimated to steam eighteen knots. 

The Chancellor of the Exchequer, Michael 
Hicks-Beach; the First Lord of the Ad- 


miralty, Mr. Goschen; and Admiral Sir 
Michael Culme Seymour, were among those 
present. 


A notable feature of the launch of the 
battleship was the entwinging of the British 
and American flags on the official stand. 

The armament of the Formidable consists 
of four twelve-inch guns, twelve six-inch 
quick-firing guns, eighteen twelve-pounders, 
twelve three-pounders, and eight Maxim 
guns. It carries 900 tons of coal in its 
bunkers, and will have a complement of 750 
men. The twelve-inch guns are in hooded 
barbettes. It is to be driven by two pro- 
pellers, and will have 15,000 indicated horse 
power. 


MAY BRING DREYFUS HOME. 


Belief That the Prisoner Will we, 
Brought to Paris for Examina- 


Nov. 17. t was teeny 
that M. Labori, counsel for Colonel Pic- 
quart, who is now confined in the military 
prison of Cherche Midi, had received au- 
thorization to confer with his client. In le- 
gal circles here the belief is expressed that 
the Court of Cassation will shortly order the 
return of Dreyfus to France from his prison 
on Devil’s Island, off the coast of French 
Guiana, on the ground that it is impracti- 
cable to carry on the examination of the 
prisoner by cable.

MRS. POTTER SERIOUSLY ILL. 


Stricken Down at the Supreme Moment 
of Her Great Dramatic Triumph 
in London.

London, Nov. 17.—Mrs. James Brown Pot- 
ter is so seriously ill that no one is allowed 
to see her. She is suffering from pleurisy. 
Her father and mother are with her night 
and day. . 

The most pathetic thing about it is that 
Mrs. Potter was stricken down after she 
had achieved a great popular triumph in 
Beerbohm Tree’s production of The Three 
Musketeers at Her Majesty's Theater. 
Realizing that she had reached the supreme 
moment of her career as an actress and had 
achieved what she had struggled for for so 
many years—a complete London success— 
she fought hard against her fate, and made 
an agonizing final effort on the last night she 
appeared. Everybody in the theater com- 
mented on the strange expression in her 
eyes, but the secret is that her temperature 
was 103° and her pulse 120. 

The doctors say she will recover, but can- 
not appear again on the stage for at least a 
month.

Tes, he replied, and added with a sug- 
gestive twinkle of the eye, notwithstand- 
ing theeefforts of certain newspapers in the 
East to make it appear that M. Picard, the 
head and front of the Paris exposition move- 
ment, had denied statements I had made 
upon my arrival in New York on Saturday 
last concerning the amount of additional 
space I had obtained. Here is my answer to 
those statements,“ producing copies of ca- 
blegrams sent to Assistant Commissioner 
Woodward at Paris and Mr. Woodward's 
replies, showing M. Picard computed Mr, 
Peck had received personally 53,756 square 
feet of additional ground area. 


Departments and Allotments. :

SEEKS RUINS AND BOTANY 


Dr. C. F. Millspaugh of the Field 
Museum Will Be His Guest 
Again in the Land 
of the Mayas. 


PROF. STARR’S EXPEDITION.

Within two weeks Allison V. Armour’s 
yacht Utowana will leave New York harbor 
for the coast of Yucatan, bearing its owner, 
a number of his New York friends, and the 
Chicago botanist, Dr. Charles F. Millspaugh, 
curator of the botanical department of the 
Field Columbian Museum and botanical lec- 
turer at the University of Chicago. The ex- 
pedition will be absent until March. 

-While Mr. Armour has earned the right to 
be regarded as a patron of science, his part 
and that of his Eastern friends in the voy- 
age will be one of pleasure-seeking in the 
exploration of curious ruins and the plains 
and mountains of a country little known. 
Three years ago Mr. Armour acted as the 
host of a similar party, including Dr. Mills- 
paugh also as a guest, on a trip to the same 
country. The result of three months spent 
along the coast and up the rivers was a rich 
botanical ‘collection for the museum, giv- 
ing Dr. Millspaugh material for a series of 
publications on the flora of the coast and 
plain regions. 

It is the intention this time for the party 
to leave the yacht and proceed into the 
mountain district of the interior, a region 
where the flora has been little classified. Dr. 
Millspaugh is considered the authority on 
Yucatan flora, and it is hoped that he will be 
able to add ‘discoveries in plant life by an- 
other sojourn in the country. It will be his 
fourth trip, his first and second having been 


made previous to 1800. 


| Winter in Yucatan. 

As arrangements now exist, the Utowana 
will reach Yucatan waters about Dec. 15, 
allowing several months for the explora- 
tions. On the way the boat will touch at 
Havana, San Juan, Santiago, and possibly 


Patagonia 

the details could be concluded, however, it 
was found that the lateness of the start and 
the time required for the sea journey would 
not leave enough of the season of good 
weather to permit of valuable results or 
pleasant sightseeing. Patagonian seasons 
are the opposite of those of the northern 
temperate zone, and summer would be on 
the wane before Patagonia could be reached. 

The yacht Utowana, which will be the 
home of the party during much of its ab- 
sence, is the successor of the Ituna, which 
bore Mr. Allison and his friends to Yucatan 
three years ago, and did dispatch boat duty 
for the United States government along the 
Cuban coast during the Spanish-American 
war. While the Ituna was of about 180 
tons burden, the Utowana is four times its 
size, and is fitted with even greater luxury.

From the standpoint of the traveler Mr.

The ruined cities of Mayan construction are 
of stone, beautifully carved. The cities, as 
they are known in ethnological and archeo- 
logical literature, are Uxmal, Chichen Itza, 
Mitla, Palenque, and Monte Alban. On the 
Island of Mugeras, off the eastern coast, are 
also extensive ruins. P 

The first Armour expedition: had more of 
anthropological interest than the one under 
organization, for a member of it was Pro- 
fessor William H. Holmes, then curator of 
the Field Museum, now connected with the 
National Museum of Anthropology at Wash- 
ington. 

Professor Starr’s Expedition. 

Interest also centers in the journey now 
soon to be made of Professor Frederick Starr 
of the University of Chicago in the wilds of 
Mexico. With a wealthy London physician 
and two native guides-he will visit several 
islands in the Gulf of Tehuantepec, inhabited 
by tribes of savage Indians. Their most 
hazardous venture will be an attempt to 
visit an island where are located the sacred 
caves worshiped by the natives. 

In addition to the usual explorer’s supplies 
Professor Starr will take 2,000 pounds of 
plaster with which to make casts of the 
natives and a complete photographic outfit. 

The party goes by rail to Oaxaca and from 
there make a journey of 1,200 miles oh horse- 
back. Professor Starr looks for trouble with 
two of the tribes through whose lands he 
will pass, but hopes by diplomacy to win 
hie way to the land he seeks If he fails, 
however, he will ask the Mexican govern 
ment for a guard of soldiers. 

He expects to leave late this month and to 
be gone until next spring. Several citizens 
are interested in this project.

The bill provides that a commission, com- 
posed of the Governor, Treasurer, and Con- 
troller General, shall issue to any bank, on 
its request, notes to the amount of not more 
than 75 per cent of the bona Ode paid up 
capital stock of the bank. 

These notes are made a lien on the bank's 
property next to taxes or other money due 
the State. The cost of issuing the notes is 
to be borne by the bank receiving them. If 
any bank refuses to pay the federal tax on 
its notes the Attorney General will be re-

From 50 clock yesterday morning until 
2 o’clock in the afternoon all the Baltimore 
and Ohio, the Chicago Great Western, 
and the Wisconsin Central trains were 
“ bridged ’’ at the Taylor street crossing of 
the Chicago River. Twenty-one trains, 
loaded with passengers, were held up by the 
ironclad freighter Amazon, which stuck in 
the channel and made a blockade more ef- 
fective than the Merrimac made at Santiago. 

After traffic had been delayed nine hours 
two engines were harnessed together on a 
siding parallel with the river and aided six 
propeller tugs to move the massive steel 
vessel off the piling. Beyond much 
profanity and exchanges of incendiary 
repartee betweenthe railroad men and 
the river men and the delay of 
trains no damage was done. The 
railroad men blamed the river men for the 
trouble and the river men responded that 
the piling driven by the railroad company 
to protect the bridge caused the obstruction. 
After the vessel had been dragged back be- 
yond Twelfth street a dredge boat and a 


piling n set to work to draw out the 
snags which had caused the delay, after 
which the Amazon will proceed on its way 
to Fairport, O., to discharge the great cargo 
of corn aboard. 

The Amazon stuck in the channel as if 
held in a vise. At the Wisconsin Central 
bridge the boat was swung half across to 
make the turn. Its nose rubbed the piling 
under the Tuylor street viaduct and shoved 
around until the stern was caught between 
the piling under the railroad bridge and 
= shore, where it was held almost immov- 
able. 

While the Amazon was held in that awk- 
ward predicament the steamer Ramapo of 
the Erie line came along and tried to pass 
through the other side of the draw, and it, 
too, was blocked, but not caught fast. The 
Ramapo was delayed several hours before 
the tangle was straightened out. Other 
ships inward and outward bound were 
checkmated and held, and meantime the tan- 
gle of railroad and steamer grew worse.

In this way all competition 18 ly 
shut out and the Milwaukee Street lway 
and Light company will be given an absolute 
monopoly, and the stock of the company 
must rise. 

This agreement, if it is ratified by the 
Common Council, marks a departure in the 
manner of treating with street railway com- 
panies. While the city will receive at least 
$2,650,000, the benefit yee a holders of the 
stock of the company will be rte many 
times this amount. 


History of the Case. 

Up to about 1892 all of the street railway 
lines in this city were under separate man- 
agement, and each sold twenty-five tickets. 
for $1. The Milwaukee street railway of 
New Jersey was organized and consolidated 
all of the lines. One of its first acts, after 
the consolidation was completed, was to 
suspend the sale of twenty-five tickets for 
$1, and in lieu thereof to establish a uni- 
versal transfer system. The taking dway 
from the people the privilege of buying 
twenty-five tickets for a dollar provoked a 
storm of indignation against the company. 

EXfforts were made in the Council simul- 
taneously to reduce the cost of lighting and 
to pass a four-cent fare ordinance : 

The company enjoined the city against 
the enforcement of the ordinance, and after 
a suit which was pending for nearly two 
years the injunction was made permanent, 
the court determining that there was in- 
vested in the Milwaukee Street railway 
about $8,500,000, and that upon the showing 
of the books of the company it was un‘*ea- 
sonable of the city to enact a four-cent fare 
ordinance because the earnings of the road 
under such an ordinance could not be suffi- 
cient to yield a reasonable return on - 
money invested.

| of Spanish Rule in America” He 
Shows That Spain Has Never Had an 
Idea of Freedom or Justice — Dr.

OW broad and deep Spain managed 
to lay the foundation for misgovern- 
ing its colonies, nothing short of Dr. 
Bernard Moses’ approved skill in the 
methods of modern history could set 

forth in any clear light. The Establish- 
ment of Spanish Rule in America: An Intro- 
duction to the History and Politics of Span- 
ish America (Putnams), is by no means 
80 long a work as its fully descriptive title 
would indicate. Within the compass of its 
200 duodecimo pages, however, the historian 
contrives to include the sowing of all the 
seed which has brought upon Spain a whirl- 
wind, or succession of whirlwinds, for crop. 
Just at the outbreak of the late war John 
| Fiske pointed out the vast difference a 
i hundred years ago between the most radical 
; expectation of freedom in Spanish America 
‘ and what the colonists in English Amer‘ca 
regarded as unwarrantable oppression. This 
was accented afresh the other day when 
General Leonard Wood promulgated the bill 
of rights, which is the heritage of all who 
Speak English among the people under his } 
jurisdiction about Santiago de Cuba. 
Without attempting a summary of Pro- 
fessor Moses’ book—itself a remarkably in- 
clusive summary of a voluminous and dif- 
/WGiirficult subject—it may be said that the Span- 
Ash colonist was never permitted to feel him- 
self as in any degree independent in matters 
either public or private. Commerce in its 
modern sense was strictly Inhibited. Laws 
whose severity was their undoing were 
amended only by being made more severe. 
From the beginning it was made a serious 
handicap to be born in the new world as 
distinguished from the old. The most 
. * @laborate and subtly ingenious means were 
taken for the alienation of the colonists’ 
affections from Spain itself—human in- 
=? _ genuity can hardly suggest any contrivance 
which would insure this result not hit upon 
by Spain almost in the beginning. And this 
3 is the more qnrious in respect of the white 
1 population, of pure or mixed European 
descent, when the really humane regulations 
for dealing with the natives were adopted 
after the first horrors had been described 
by Las Casas. Theoretieally, at least, the | 
Indians were the subjects of tender cue; 
practically every one, white, black, or red, 
was treated more or less ferociously and 
as if incapable of self-restraint. | 
The results are admirably brought to- 
gether in the final chapter of the book, where 
the strongest possible argument in favor 
of a republican form of government is de- 
duced from the history of Spanish America 
since the gaining ot its independence. This 
and the better treatment bestowed upon the 
Aborigines are the chief lessons of the book, 
however interesting it may be found in other

The admirable biography written by Will | 
~ fam Elliot Griffis of Charles Carleton Coffin 
' and published by Estes & Lauriat is timely 

in many respects, as a slight consideration 
.. of Coffin’s life will disclose. Under the 
pseudonym of Carleton Coffin took the 
lead among the newspaper correspondents 
of the war of the rebellion. Owing to his 
efforts, unassisted except by his nephew,a 
_ young man, Carleton " contrived to purvey 
news of important engagements between the 
. federal and confederate forces with such 
„ @xpedition and enterprise that his paper, the 
Boston Journal, was frequently the first to 
announce to the officials in Washington 
news of the highest consequence. 
¢ With great good judgment Dr. Griffis pre- 
serves the details of these feats, and the 
contrasts shown between the efforts needed 
10 bring news to an available wire in the 
"60s and in the 90s possess fascinating in- 
terest. The story of his report of the battle 
of Gettysburg, surely the most critical of 
all the battles of that long, bloody, and 
desperate struggle, will serve to show the 
difference a generation can make in so im- 
portant a matter. He gained the ground on 
which the fight was to take place by a com- 
bination of prescience and good luck, which 
never seemed to desert him.

Of the old Empress of China, who has been 
rather aptly compared to Rider Haggard’s 
She,“ so much has been written of late 
that it is not necessary to make more than 
passing reference to her here. But it is 
less generally known that whatever Japan 
has achieved in the way of progress and 
Western civilization is owing mainly to the 
influence of the Japanese Empress, who, in 
spite of being childless, just like the Em- 
press of China (childlessness being regarded 
as a shame for a woman in the Orient), has 
-been the chief instigator of every reform in 
the Land of the Rising Sun, and the Mi- 
kado’s most enlightened counselor and pro- 
gressive adviser. 


This being the case Emperor William has 


on the part of these two Empresses with a 
Princess of his house might be productive 
of important results to Germany. 

It must be borne in mind that no royal 


Princess has ever visited China or the far 


Orient. The arrival, therefore, in those 
latitudes of a royal Princess, who combines 
in hef personality the prestige of a sister- 
in-law not only of the German Emperor but 
likewise of the Russian Czar, and who more- 
over is granddaughter to Queen Victoria, 
cannot fail to create a great sensation at 
Tokie, as well as at Peking, and since Prin- 
cess Henry will, by reason of her sex, be 
admitted to a degree of intimacy with the 
two Empresses to which no Prince or dip- 
lomat could hope to enjoy, many important 
results may be derived from this trip of the 
Princess to the far Orient. 

To my mind it is every bit as important in 
its way as that of the Emperor’s and Em- 
press’ visit to the Holy Land. The mission 
of the Princess is all the more necessary in

General Goodenough, like Count Robilant, 
married an Austrian lady. a daughter of that 
Count Eugene Kinsky who created so great 
a sensation in the ’50s by marrying a par- 
ticularly lovely peasant girl of Ischl. in the 
Tyrol. Countess Eugene Kinsky, although 
she ended by winning the regard and the 
admiration of Viennese society, never en- 
tered the latter or belonged to it, and while 
visited by members of the imperial family 


was barred from presentation at court in 


consequence of her plebeian birth. 

This disadvantage extended likewise to her 
two daughters, who were only presented to 
the Empress, and made their début at court 
after their marriage and as the wives of for- 
eigners, the one as Lady Goodenough and

Entry in St. Louis Federal Court 
Against St. Louis and San Fran- 
cisco Road for $17,659,162. 


St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 17. —The largest ‘ite.

trict Court here has been handed down by 
Judge, Adams. 

The case was that of the Mercantile Trust 
company of New York, trustee for bondhold-

ILLINOIS CENTRAL To EXTEND ITs 
LINE TO OMAR. 


—— 


Ground Will Be Broken Early in the 
Spring—Surveys Made and Material 
Contracts Being Let—Earnings of 
Lake Shore, Chicago Great West- 
ern, and Lowa Roads—St. Paul Rate 
Situation — Reported Purchases— 
General Transportation Notes, 


Early next * the Illinois Central will 
break ground for the extension of its north- 
érn line from Fort Dodge to Omaha, a dis- 
tance of about 150 miles. The surveys have 
all been completed and contracts for mate- 
rial are now being placed. The extension 
will greatly enhance the value of the lilinvis 
Central's Northern line, as much more im- 
portant connections are obtained at Omaha 
than at Sioux City, which has been the 
northwestern terminus of the road. 

The addition of another direct line be- 
tween Chicago and Omaha will affect the 


business of the existing Omaha lines mate- 


rially, but the Northwestern will be the 
worst sufferer, as the new line parallels it 
for a considerable distance. 

The Lake Shore road issued yesterday a 
statement of earnings for the quarter ended 
Sept. 30, and for the nine months from Jan.

BALTIMORE AND OHIO SOLD. 


Preferred Stock Purchased by the Re- 
organization Committee, Which Is 
Now Free to Act. 


Baltimore, Md., Nov. 17.—The last ob- 
stacle to the reorganization of the Balti- 
more and Ohio railroad has been removed by 
the sale of the first preferred stock of the 
company, pooled with the Mercantile Trust 
and Deposit company of Baltimore, by the 
Johns Hopkins University, State of Mary- 
land, and others. The purchasers are the 
managers of the New York Reorganization. 
committee. 

The deal has been closed and the stock 
will be delivered’ at once. The suits pend- 
ing in the United States Court in Batlimore, 
and in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, growing out of a dispute as to the 
status of the stock, will be discontinued, and 
the reorganization pushed with all possible 
haste. 

The negotiations were conducted by Gen- 
eral John Gill, President of the Mercantile 
Trust and Deposit company, and were con- 
summated in New York yesterday. The 
deal has been in r for about two 
months. 

The number of shares pooled with the 
Mercantile Trust and Deposit company was 
25,000 out of a total of 30,000 shares. The 
other 5,000 shares had already assented to 
the terms offered in the plan of reorganiza- 
tion, and the holders fared much worse than 
those whose stock is included in the sale just 
consummated. 

The second preferred stock has also ac- 
cepted the plan of reorganization, and the 
plan may now be said to have the approval 
of practically every issue of stock and 
bond. 

The Johns Hopkins University was the 
largest individual holder of the first pre- 
ferred stock. This institution owned near- 
ty 10,000 shares of the 30,000 shares issued. 
The remaining 20,000 shares was distributed 
among local savings banks and individual 
investors. 

The stockholders will hold their annual 
meeting next Monday for the purpose of 
electing a new board of directors to serve 
during the ensuing year. The new stock, or 
rather the certificates of the Mercantile 
Trust company of New York, representing 
the new stock, will be voted at this meeting 
by the five trustees named in the plan of 
reorganization. 

It is understood that few, if any, of the 
members of the present board will be re- 
elected. The new directors will be selected 
by the Reorganization committee, and the 
majority of them will be Eastern stockhold- 
ers, though local stockholders will be given 
representation, as will also the Hill-Armour- 
Ream-Field syndicate, which recently ac- 
quired a large interest in the property.

DREDGING IN HARBORS. 


Eleven and a Half, Miles of Chi- 
cago River Channel Is 
Improved. 


| SECTIONS NEARLY COMPLETE 


Washi D. C., Nov. 17.—[Special.]J— 
Major Marshall’ 8 report for October of the 
progress of the work on Hennepin Canal 
was received by the Chief of Engineers today 
and is substantially as follows: 

On the eastern section $2,906,468 has been 
expended. The line of the canal has been 
definitely located from the Illinois River to 
the feeder junction on mile 28. The first 
twenty-four miles have been condemned and 
paid for. All masonry on the eastern eight 
miles and earthwork on the canal front and 
highway bridges is completed. Contracts 
have been let for the construction of miles 
9 to 24 inclusive. Lock foundations 8 to 21 
and all the culverts on this section are now 
completed. 

Western section: Nearly four miles of the 
canal trunk are completed, together with 
locks 36 and 37 and guard locks, north and 
south dams, and railway bridges. The right 
of way has been located from the feeder 
junction to Rock River. 

Feeder line: The location of the’ feeder 
line, along the Sterling route, has been ap- 
proved. All the right of way for the feeder 
except one piece has been condemned. 


harbor is now complete except dredging still 
remains to be done, to give a sixteen-foot 
depth at low water throughout the required 
basin. The exterior breakwater, 5,413 
feet in length, has been completed and other 
work performed was Keeping the entrance 
to the Chicago River dredged, maintaining 
various piers and breakwaters, and keeping 
the plant in serviceable condition.

Prepara- 
tions have been made by the board’s real 
estate experts for commencing the appraise- 
ment of tracts of land proposed to be cut 
off for the purpose of widening the river in 
the most obstructed places. 


has been expended upon this project $1,359,- 
321. It contemplates the extension on the 
work done by the State from the mouth of 
Copperas Creek to the Mississippi River—a 
distance of 135 miles—by the construction of 
locks and dams at the sites selected at La 
Grange and Campsville and dredging of the 
channel where necessary between the State 
lock and Copperas Creek and the mouth of 
the river. The general work under this 
project has been completed so far as it re- 
lates to the construction of the locks and 
— but some dredging still remains to be 
one. 

The Calumet River improvement: This im- 
provement is for the purpose of making a 
channel 200 feet wide, which will extend 
half a mile east of Hammond, Ind., and 
give incireased facilities for handling the 
growing commerce and afford relief to the 
overcrowded port at Chicago. Alread 
1,806,748 cubic yards have been dredge 
from the mouth to the forks of the river, 
making a channel the required width and 
depth for a distance of three and a half 
miles, except for a short distance, which 
is covered by rock and hard pan, where the 
width has been reduced to 80 feet. 

Improvement of Calumet harbor: Only 
3,640 cubic yards on the north pier and 2,020 
on the south pier have been completed.

SUPPLIES FOR HOSPITALS. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 17.— The War 
Investigating commission adjourned at 4 
o'clock today, to meet at the Fifth Avenue 

Hotel in New York. 

Major General S. B. M. Young was before 
the commission at its afternoon session. 
He said he had landed at Baiquiri on the 
Zist of June and that by the morning of the 
284 his entire brigade had been put ashore. 
He hed notified General Wheeler imme- 
diately and had receivéd orders to move on 
four or five miles and secure a good camp. 
He accordingly had pushed on to Siboney. 
He had asked General Wheeler where the 
good camping ground was, and Wheeler 
replied that the Spaniards occupied it. 

“I then.” said eral Young, asked 

rmission to go out to see the ground, say- 

gs I should like to get it for our own 
troops, to which General Wheeler as- 
sented.“ 

In accordance with this arrangement he 
moved out at 5 o'clock next morning to 
fight the battle of Guasima, sending the vol- 
Unteers, the Rough Riders, by one. road, 
and the regulars going by another. He de- 
clared that there was no surprise in this 
fight and no ambuscade, as had been re- 
ported. He had reconnoitered the Spanish 
camp with a glass for half an hour before 
the fight began, and he had attacked the 
Spaniards, and not the Spaniards him. 
Speaking of the Rough Riders, he said. 
there had been no greater percentage of 
Casualties among them than among the 
regulars and that they were not led into 


ao situation not to be expected in war. 


No Ambuscade, He Says. 
The report that they were allowed to be 
ambushed was due,“ he said, entirely to 
the demoralized reporter and the demoral- 
we Adjutant of the regiment, who had left 
the service soon af terwards. 

General Young said he had occupied the 
enemy's camp that day—“ and it was a good 
camp,” he added, naively. 

In reply to a question as te what ald he 
had secured from tlie Cubans in this fight, 
ne replied none whatever. 

Genera) Young said that immediately after 
the Guasima fight he had looked the ground 


over towards El Caney and had informed 


General Wheeler that he was confident he 
could take the place that night with his 
brigade, if allowed todoso. General Wheel- 
er replied that his orders from General 
Shafter were not to advance without notify- 
ing him, and that he would notify the Gen- 
eral of his (General Young's) wishes. He 
had not heard anything more officially in 
regard to the matter.

He detailed the difficulties of the preparatton 
of the camp. He said it had been impossible 
to get in floors and that he had not consid- 
ered them necessary, either for health or 
comfort.

Committee Confers with the Chicago 
Commercial} Association and Con- 


Pablic Mass-Meetings—Are Assured 
the Design Includes All Their Sug- 
gestions, 


The committee of the Civic federation ap- 
pointed on Sept. 17 to confer with the Chi- 
cago Commercial association, to discuss a 
permanent Lake-Front exposition, met with 
the Board of Directors of the latter organiza- 
tion last evening. The project was indorsed 
conditionally. The members of the Civic 
federation based their approval of the 
scheme on the condition the building was 
made a place where the people could meet 
and discuss matters of public interest. For 
this purpose they said there should be 
numerous smaller halis in addition to the 
‘main one. The Board of Directors listened 
to addresses by John W. Ela, chairman of 
the committee; Mrs. Charles Henrotin, and 
Miss Jane Addams, members of the commit- 
tee.

The Civic federation cannot indorse the 
exposition building project as a commer- 
cial enterprise, but simply as it may benefit 
Chicago in a social or moral way. If you 
will incorporate in your plans provision for 
what might be called a ‘ People’s Home,’ 
lecture-rooms where the public can congre- 
gate and be instructed, or where the people 
can meet for the discussion of municipal and 
social problems, as well as a great hall, 
which can be always available for mass- 
meetings, where the people can protest 
against wrong acts of the Council or the gov- 
ernment, why you will accomplish a great 
good for the people, and we will recommend 
to our Executive committee that the federa- 
tion extend its support to the undertaking. 
„As you will need the consent of the Leg- 


islature before you can erect the building, 


you can go to that body with much greate: 
grace to petition for permission to erect a 
‘ People’s Home’ on public land than if you 
intend to erect a buflding which will benefit 
Chicago simply commercially and politi- 
cally.“ 

Miss Addams said: 

What I should like to see erected in Chi- 
cago is a building similar to Cooper Insti- 
tute in New York, where popular mass-meet- 
ings can be held, and where the people can 
meet for mutual benefit.

He 
was made custodian of the club’s furniture 
until it is disposed of at either private or 
public sale. 

The club had occupied quarters on the 
fifth floor of 106 Madison street, in the rear 
of the Press club, about six months, but the 
rooms were not fitted up until last Sep- 
ember. For two years the club was a pros- 
perous athletic organization. Its track team 
in 1896 won many trophies and was one 
of the best teams ever put on the tracks by 
any Chicago club. The Bankers’ football 
eleven, under Captain Ben Thomas, defeat- 
ed the Knickerbocker club of New York on 
Thanksgiving day, 1897, and previous to that 
it had won victories over the Physicians and 
Surgeons’ College eleven, the Illinois Cycling
